The TRANSCONTINENTAL 
HUNTER RIFLE LEAGUE 
(TCL) is open to all clubs which 
hold Hunter Class matches 
regardless of whether clubs or 
members are affiliated with 
IBS, NBRSA or are non-affili- 
ated. 


Since it’s inception in 1973 the 
TCL has sought for unanimity 
in Hunter Class rules while 
both organizations continue to 
change the rules in, different 
directions. Thus the only fair 
and equal way in which TCL 
postal matches can be con- 
ducted is for clubs to go by 
either the 1976 or earlier IBS 
rule book or a 1977 or earlier 
NBRSA rule book. 


TCL match results MUST NOT 
INCLUDE cartridges less than 
30-30 or 45-1/2 grs. of water 
capacity, must be .243” or 
larger in bore size and barrel 
contours must meet the rule 
book with the exception of 700 
Rem. Var., M-70 Win. Varm., or 
Ruger 77 Heavy Varmint barrel 
but then these are only permit- 
ted in their original chamber- 
ing and fitting. Set-Backs and 
re-barrels must conform to the 
rules as outlined for barrel 
taper. TCL has no intent to dic- 
tate how your matches are run. 
If you permit rifles outside 
these rules just do not count 
them among the scores submit- 
ted to TCL competition. No 
scores fired with rifles other 
than outlined in rules above or 
in the specified rule books and 
no scores fired with rifles 
equipped with electric triggers 
can be submitted as TCL scores.

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Benchrest Headlines — 
25 Years Ago 


@ Normally there was an annual meeting 
to conduct association business, but 
in 1953 there was some kind of excep- 
tion in that letters and phone calls 
sufficied. Jennings from Tulsa, Jan- 
son from Seattle and Teachout from 
Vermont became President, Vice 
President and Secretary-Treasurer 
respectively. 

e@ Someone decreed that the National 
Match course of fire for heavy bench 
rest rifles would be the same as in 
1952, ie., an aggregate of 5-10-100 and 
5-10-200. 

@ The larger clubs were already active in 
publishing their match dates. The first 
to be heard from were Staunton, 
DuBois, Wichita, Tulsa, Custer, San 
Angelo, Buffalo, Johnstown and get 
this — Miami, Arizona! It must have 
been tough for dyed in the wool bench 
shooters to get to these widely scat- 
tered places, so distance must have 
had some effect on the growth rate of 
the organization. 

e@ A special meeting was called by Mike 
Walker, Eastern Regional director, to 
form a sound and functional organiza- 
tion to serve the needs of regional 
members, to promote bench rest 
shooting in the region, to elect a slate 
of officers and to prepare by-laws. 

@ Members were pushing (shoving?) for 
“‘shoulder to shoulder’’ competition at 
one spot on the continent to determine 
the National Champion. They were 
getting fed up with gross regional 
differences in weather conditions 
under which the champion was deter- 
mined. So as not to keep you in 
suspense the first championship shoot 
of this kind was held at Custer, S.D. in 
September of 1954. 

@ All of the big shoots and a fair number 
of the smaller ones had long “‘bull ses- 
sions” at the end of the day. These 
sessions frequently lasted well into 
the early morning hours and covered 
equipment, ‘‘how | did it” and arm 
chair shooting stories. Almost all of

these conferences ended in rather 
loud garbled sounds that were passed 
off as singing. Many hours of sleep 
were lost by nearby campers. Sadly we 
no longer have these public ex- 
changes of technical information. 
Shooters now tend to retire to their 
trailers and motels for grand style din- 
ners followed by secret assembly of 
loads and other feats of legerdemain 
on their stocks and barrels.

PRODUCT REPORT 


Weaver T Series 
Target Scope, 16X 


By R.R.M. 


Last year Weaver announced the in- 
troduction of an ‘“‘all-new” system of 
scope manufacture which would benefit 
all shooters. This system was the “‘T” 
series of target scope designed for 
silhouette, varmint and Hunter class 
shooting. 

We received a sample scope last sum- 
mer and it has been in use since that 
time on a variety of hunting and target ri- 
fles. Our sample was a 16X model, as re- 
quested. The scope is also available in 
6X and 10X. (Now also in 20 and 24X) 

Our sample was packed in a zippered 
case. This makes for convenient storage 
when the scope is removed from rifles 
between matches, or between rifles. | 
found that the fuzz from this case had a 
way of getting on the lenses. | didn’t like 
that. The case is a good idea, however, 
and the material should be changed to 
prevent the lint problem. 

Physically the Weaver “T’’ is a clean 
scope. Following typically Weaver lines 
it is a steel tube model with large, clear 
to read, target knobs. These knobs can 
be loosened and rotated to indicate Zero 
at any given point of adjustment. It is a 
handy feature. 

My scope presented a very clear pic- 
ture in the optical department. Although 
the reticule was a bit thicker than | am 
used to sighting was adequate at all 
ranges with all rifles tested, whether 
they were 22 rimfires or 300 magnums. 

Recent activity in the silhouette com- 
petition requires that the competitor 
possess a scope which is capable of 
minute adjustment. More important is 
the fact that that scope must repeat that 
adjustment time after time as the ranges 
required need adequate adjustment. 

Add to that the fact that you never start 
at the short end and move out to the 
rams and one can see the need for a 
confident feeling with regard to the 
scope on that favorite rifle. Enter the ‘‘T”’ 
scope from Weaver! 

In an attempt to prove the system 
wrong | moved the crosshairs on my 
scope between groups, between shots 
and between anything else that might 
make it fail to repeat. It got boring! Every 
time | moved it, and moved it back, it was 
right there. How much more could one 
ask for, or need? Let’s take a look at how 
it works.

What happened with the 7mm-162 vs 
168 grain bullet twist controversy? As | 
recall one individual said an 8 inch twist 
was required with the 308 case. 

Also, you were experimenting with the 
7mm/308 and an 11 inch twist. Suddenly 
everyone stopped writing about 7mm 
twists. 

Did your 11 inch twist stabilize these 
bullets out to Metallic Silhouette 
ranges? | was just wondering? 


When the 7mm turned out to have 
more than acceptable recoil for my 
Silhouette shooting, the urgency of 
determining the best 7mm twist was con- 
siderably reduced. It is, however, still on 
the docket. A 11’’ twist barrel as well as a 
12” twist barrel are available and only 
need to be assembled and tested. Since 
we found the 10-1/4” twist gave the best

nal motion when it is least desired. 

Does the system work? Most who have 
used it say ‘‘Definitely’”’. They say it loud 
and they say it clear. Also there is ample 
evidence, in the form of shoot reports, 
that the scopes are working. 

Dr. William Berkeley won the 1977 Na- 
tional Silhouette Championship with 
one. That is excellent evidence in any 
league. 

Look for this scope to make inroads in 
Hunter class competition as well. | have 
seen quite a few of them there and their 
owners indicate complete happiness 
with them. In the demanding Hunter ac- 
tion fear of adjustment failure is second 
only to death itself. | think the Weaver 
“T” scopes will be welcome in Hunter 
competition.

accuracy results up to 200 yds. with the 
Hornady 162 at velocities of only 2100 to 
2200 feet per second there is good 
reason to believe the 11 inch twist will be 
O.K. at 2400 to 2500 with bullets of the 
same quality. The 6mm case as well as 
the 7x57 are capable of these velocities 
without excessive pressure in good bolt 
action rifles. 

There are some who contend that 
bullets can be stable at short ranges and 
unstable at long ranges. | have never ex- 


perienced this phenomenon. Any com- 
bination | have tried which produced 1/2 
minute of angle at 100 yds. would do the 
same or close to it at 500 yds. given the 
proper conditions. 

Within reason the twist required is de- 
pendent on bullet quality. There are 
many other things involved, but the bet- 
ter quality of the Hornady 162 BTHP 
should allow the use of a slower twist. 
We will probably find out this spring 
when we get some shooting weather.

| finally received the official rules for 
silhouette competition from the NRA. 
Due partly to the Karen Monez incident, 
and partly to other abuses of the hunting 
type rifle definition, the NRA has 
adopted specific dimensions for rifles 
and pistols, thereby eliminating a lot of 
hassles. 

For rifles, the 10 pound, 2 ounce 
weight limit, including any sight or 
scope, is retained. The stock forend can- 
not be more than 2-1/4 inches wide and 
must extend at least 8 inches in front of 
the receiver. It cannot drop more than 
2-1/4 inches below the centerline of the 
bore. The comb cannot exfend above the 
centerline of the bore although a Monte 
Carlo roll may rise 1/2 inch on the off

side. The toe of the stock, including butt 
plate or pad, cannot drop more than 7 in- 
ches below the bore. The butt pad or 
plate cannot extend below the lower line 
of the stock. 

The trigger guard may not differ from 
conventional design in order to provide 
added thumb or palm support. It cannot 
extend more than 1-5/16 inches below 
the bottom of the forend. 

Of course, anything on the person or 
gun that would provide artificial support 
is not allowed. This includes adjustable 
or hook butt plates, palm rests, shooting 
coats and unnecessarily heavy clothing. 

Thumbhole stocks and single shots, 
both bolt action and falling block types, 
are allowed. 

The silhouette committee checked 
many rifles for dimensions and set up 
these rules so that factory rifles and 
most ‘‘hunting type” rifles fall within the 
limits. 

The average shooter coming to his 
first rifle silhouette match usually brings 
his deer rifle, in one of the popular cali- 
bers, topped with a standard hunting 
scope. The rifles are almost entirely bolt 
action as the hunter’s popular lever ac- 
tion chambered for the 30-30 or some- 
thing similar is just not satisfactory for 
this type of long range shooting. The ri- 
fle calibers range all the way from the 
minimum, the .243 through 25-06, .270, 
.280, .308 and 30-06. Most ranges will 
not allow magnums or any type of mili- 
tary ammo because of possible damage 
to the targets. Many shooters, no matter 
what the caliber, will load lighter bullets 


for the chicken, boar and turkey targets 
and reserve the heavier, more punishing, 
bullets for the ram. For example: in a 
.308 | use a 130 gr. bullet for the nearer 
targets and a 190 gr. for the 500 meter 
ram. For scopes, the manufacturer’s 
catalog is the only limiting factor as 
nearly anything appears on the line at 
one time or another. Everything from 4X 
to 20X is used along with variables of all 
dimensions. 


The hunter, or shooter, interested in 
starting in silhouette shooting should 
bring his deer rifle or varmint rifle out 
and shoot in a match. He will be guaran- 
teed a day of enjoyable company and 
good fun along with more shooting than 
he will get in five years of hunting. 


Next to the last word — the shooters | 
talked to at the 1977 National Champion- 
ship in Phoenix agreed with the decision 
to disqualify the rifle used by Karen 
Monez. The article by Ben Avery in a re- 
cent Precision Shooting accurately 
represents the situation as | saw it. Ben 
Avery standing up for what was right has 
increased the status of silhouette shoot- 
ing rather than giving it a black eye as 
one source suggested. 


The last word — any person interested 
in starting silhouette shooting, or any 
present silhouette shooter, would do 
well to obtain a copy of the NRA rule 
book. It explains just what equipment is 
allowed and just how a match is con- 
ducted. Write to the NRA, 1600 Rhode Is- 
land Ave., N.W., Washington, D.C.

HOW TO START! 


It is likely that the most asked question 
by a new bench rest shooter is: ‘‘What 
class rifle should | start with?” 

Any experienced B/R shooter has 
been asked this question many times 
and, if like myself, he is sometimes at a 
loss as to what to suggest. There are 
many pros and cons in each bench rest 
class. 

Even if the choice is one of the three 
varmint class rifles you can find many 
reasons to choose any of the three. 

| think that the best choice would be a 
switch-barrel rifle equipped with 
removable butt weights. 

Many of the early switch-barrel rifles 
were built as 10-1/2 Ib. rifles and then 
had an extra heavy varmint barrel to use 
in the 13-1/2 Ib. class. 

As most heavy varmint barrels weigh 
approximate 6-1/2’ and the average 
light barrels going 4-1/2 Ibs. to 5 Ibs. it is 
likely that the switch barrel rifles, when 
fired in heavy varmint class, are working 
with a handicap of 1 to 2 pounds. 

To offset this many shooters are hav- 
ing rifles built with removable weights in 
the butt area to make up the weight 
difference. 

Such an arrangement increases the 
initial investment. When you look at it 
from the cost standpoint you find that for 
the price of another fitted barrel, you can 
add another class to your course of fire. 

Rather than to spend $1,200.00, less 
scopes and mounts, for a pair of rifles 
the shooter can go with one rifle and two 
barrels for roughly $800.00, including a 
barrel vise and wrench. (Price will of 
course vary with components used.) 

Another advantage to such a rifle is 
that the shooter has only one stock, trig- 
ger and scope to become used to. 

If finances are a major consideration 
in selecting a rifle the shooter can start 
with a 6mm heavy varmint barrel. Use it 
for one season to get started in the sport. 
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Rechamber and shorten it to meet the 
10-1/2 Ib. class and install a new heavy 
varmint barrel for the next season; thus 
being able to compete in all three 
classes. 

| doubt if the 6mm caliber is any 
handicap in the heavy varmint class as 
the number of new heavy varmint rifles 
being built in 6mm outnumber the 22’s 
about 3 to 1. With the 6mm components 
available many shooters feel that they 
have an edge with a 6mm. 

It’s a little like “having your cake and 
eating it too.” 

* * * 


In the past couple of months | have 
had customers bring back two varmint 
rifles, chambered in the larger 6mm 
cases, complaining that the rifles had 
just ‘“‘quit’’ shooting. 

A quick look at the rifles showed the 
barrels to be heavily copper fouled as if 
they hadn’t been cleaned properly. 

Both customers are the type of 
shooters who take care of their equip- 
ment and do clean regularly. 

After a brief chat with them we pin- 
pointed the problem. Bore brushes! 

Sound familiar to you sporter class 
shooters? 

These shooters were going through all 
the motions of cleaning, but with 
brushes which were not tight enough to 
do an adequate job of scrubbing. 

Once you have a slightly copper 
fouled barrel, and your cleaning 
methods only partially clean it up, the 
fouling will get worse with each firing 
and cleaning session. 

Well, sad as it is, at present we 
shooters do not have a good 6mm brush 
available to us. 

Many 6mm bench shooters are using 
25 and 6.5 caliber brushes just so they 
can get a good tight fitting brush that 
won't wear out after a couple cleanings. 

| am personally using 6.5 brushes on 
my 6mm rifles. They are the type that 
have the steel core with the ends cut off 


and sharp edges exposed. 

Not wanting to re-rifle the barrel in 
case the brush collapses more on one 
side than the other when entering the 
bore | ‘‘knock off’ the sharp edges with 
a stone. Using a soldering gun, | put a 
drop of soft solder over the end. A rather 
boring job but it works. 

This problem is encountered in many 
of the calibers between 22 and 30 and 
may be corrected by the same method. 

However, there is a light at the top of 
the stairs as Wally Hart has cornered 
one of the major brush manufacturers 
and is in the process of having special 6 
mm brushes made to his specifications. 

They should be available from Wally 
and all his dealers around the U.S., 
Canada and Australia shortly. 

Even with these new brushes you will 
have to clean regularly, Like all brushes, 
one will not last all season. 

| once had a customer mail order a 17 
caliber cleaning rod. A couple days after 
we had sent it out it returned with a note 
saying that it was too large and wouldn’t 
fit the bore. 

| didn’t really inspect the rod and just 
grabbed another 17 caliber rod and sent 
it to him. 

A couple days passed and the 
customer was knocking on the door of 
our shop with the rod and rifle in hand. 

He promptly told me what he thought 
of the oversized rod | was trying to ‘‘pass 
off’ and told me what he thought | should 
do with it. 

Being rather reluctant to heed his sug- 
gestion | tried the rod in the breech and 
sure enough it wouldn’t enter the bore. 

An inspection of the bore showed that 
it was fouled so badly that the rod would 
not enter. 

Passing the rifle back to the gentle- 
man | remarked: ‘“‘No wonder, you’ve 
never cleaned this thing!” 

His only remark was ‘“‘What the H do 
you think | wanted the rod for!” 

What could | say?

The Postal Matches make competition 
possible between competitors 
throughout the world. This has its 
shortcomings because fate has some in- 
fluence on the results. Weather condi- 
tions will vary as the matches are fired 
on different dates in different countries. 
Not as fair as it should be perhaps, it 
now offers the only opportunity for an 
economical means of holding matches 
while hoping for shoulder to shoulder 
competition in the future. The dates for 
these matches are scheduled in advance 
by each country. Whatever mother 
nature has in store for that date the com- 
petitors have to live with. 

In the U.S.A. team members are 
selected from the top performers at IBS 
Championships. No competitor may 
have his scores used in more than one 
class of rifle for postal team entries. For 
example, Pat McMillan’s scores in both 
Light Varmint and Heavy Varmint were 
3rd and 1st place aggregate. Only one of 
these scores can be used so Pat will 
receive but one award. 

The award received by each of the 
competitors listed is a pin that is one and 
one half inches in diameter, finished in 
burnished brass. It is engraved on the 
back with the year of team selection; and 
on the front with the class of rifle and 
team placement. This year, fifty five 
bench shooters throughout the four 
countries will receive an award. 

Nor does a competitor have to be 
among one of the top five at a Cham- 
pionship to make a team and receive a 
team award. For example, Jack Deming 
placed seventh place in the Light Var- 
mint Championship and made the team. 
Lee Euber Jr. was sixth, but his Heavy 
Varmint eighth place was used for that 
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team. In any IBS Championship if you 
happen to place in the top ten you could
